SILENCE OF THE GRAVE. 


Remarkable Interview With the Slayer 
of King Humbert Narrated 
by a Young Italian 
Officer. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
(Copyright, 1901.) 

ROME, May 18.—A peculiarly interesting 
interview has been had with Gaetano Bres- 
ci, the murderer of King Humbert. It Is 
the first word that has come from the 
mouth of the assassin since he stood in the 
sentence. It. is mot 
probable that any other utterance of his 
will ever reach the public. 

He is now a galley convict on the Island 
of Bentolene. where he has been for two 
weeks, and where he has been condemned to 
absolute silence and forced to do the hard- 
est work to be devised for breaking a man 
in spirit and body. 

His rations will suffice to barely sustain 
life. He will be loaded with chains day 
and night. He will never see his fellow- 
prisoners. For the slightest infraction of 
the rules he will be severely punished. He 
will die slowly and miserably, and will suf- 
fer agonies in comparison with which death 
by execution would be a joy. 

Bresci was removed from the “living 
tomb”? at Porto Lorgone because the Ital- 
lan government feared that anarchists 
inight attempt to liberate him during the 
revolutionary uprising that is threatening 
the countrv. He was taken to his new hor- 
ror on board the Itallan man-of-war Mes- 
sagero and the story of his departure and 
landing. which is told by a young naval of- 
ficer who accompanied him, is melodramat- 
ic and deeply interesting. The recital of the 
officer, who has just returned from his 
strange errand, is set down in his own 
graphic language. 


Bresci’s Arrival 

Was Mysterious. 

“We knew that the departure of the 
Messaggero from the port of Spezia was 
set fer midnight. sharp, but that hour had 
long passed and stili the signal ‘all ready’ 
Was not given. Finally | asked the com- 
mandant-what the delay meant, whereup- 
on he answered: ‘My orders are sealed. I 
wil! learn the contents between now and 
3 o'clock, after a certain passenger has 
been deposited on board. If the myste- 
rious passenger does not arrive by «3 


o'clock I shall have to send back the of- 
ficial letter to shore ana sail for Genoa.’ 

“At 2 o'clock sharp we were signaled 
from shore, and a little later the steam 
launch of the commander of the port hove 
into sight. After she had made fast a 
gentieman in plain clothes stepped aboard, 
the chief of police, we learned afterwards. 
He was followed by two _  caribinier!, 
shouldering loaded guns. They had a 
naked sword on thetr side and a couple of 
revolvers in their belts They took their 
stand at the raltlin and pointin their 
rifes at a person below, shouted: Ready!” 
Then a fourth individuai mounted the lad- 
der. He moved with difficulty, using both 
hands and feet to maintain his balance. 
We soon learned the reason of this unus- 
ual spectacle. The new arrival was load- 
ed with chains 

“After climbing on devk he was ordered 
to lie down until the rest of the guards 
were aboard. They followed quickly~—€our 
caribiniert, armed like the others, under 
the command of a  heutenant.

THE PRESIDENT ATTENDED 


THOUSANDS WATCH THE SHIP 
GLIDE INTO THE WATER. 


Christened With the Usual Ceremonies 
by Miss Helen Dreshler, a School 
Girl of the Buckeye 
State. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 18.—The battle- 
ship Ohio was launched here today. 

When it became generally known this 
morning that the President was to attend 
the launching most of the population of 
San Francisco and vicinity seemed to be 
moving toward the Union Iron Works. Al- 
though the time for the launching was set 
for 12:2 p. m, the people commenced to 
gather about the iron works many hours 
before. Only a few were allowed to enter 
the enclosure surrounding the ways, but 
thousands of spectators clustered the bluffs 
overlooking the works. On the bay shore 
on the farther side from the ship, of the 
cove into which the Ohio glided, stands had 
been erected and these were black with

After the speechmaking, the launching 
crew returned to their posts and the rattle 
of mauls and splitting of timbers gave 
warning that the cradle was being released 
down to the restraining block, or shore dog. 
A tugboat and launch patrolled the chan- 
nel in front of the ways and took final 
soundings to make certain that all was 
clear. 

The launching platform had been en- 
larged somewhat to admit of the seating un 
the south side of about 200 people. On the 
platform there was standing room for 150 
more. In the lower yard a number of seats 
were. put in place for guests fortunate 
enough to hold general admission invita- 
tions. 

To the east of the ways were anchored 
the barges of the Ohio Society, with a 
seating capacity for 800 persons. 

The broad hull of the Ohio looked any- 
thing but preity, but the lines of signal 
flags and large national banners strung and 
set fore and aft softened the grim outlines, 
and when the ship took the water a num- 
ber of men on the decks waved small 
American flags with which they had been 
provided. 

The customary decorations prevailed or 
the launching stand and bunting and ban- 
ners were in profusion about the adjoinin 
ways and on the vessels building an 
awaiting repairs at the company’s docks. 

No vessel was allowed within 100 yards 
of the channel and small boats were warned 
to keep to the eastward. The official tug 
Blocum lay alongside of the dock, and near 
her was the steamer Resolute, with the 
Ohlo delegation on board. 

At 12:36 o'clock, Miss Barber, niece of 
Mrs. McKinley, pressed the button, Miss 
Helen Dreschler smashed a bottle of wine 
over the nose of the ship, and the Ohio 
giided into the water. 


SISTER SHIP OF THE MAINE. 


The Ohio ts a sister ship of the Maine, 
now building at the works of the William 
Cramp & Sons Ship and mnaine Building 
Co., and of the Missouri, bullding at the 
yard of the Newport News Ship Building 


and Dry Dock Co. 

The hull, which is divided like those of 
the most recent battleships, is built of 
steel and is unsheathed. It is 388 feet long 
on the load water line, 72 feet 2% inches ex- 
treme breadth,:and, at a mean draft of 
23 feet 6 inches displaces 12,230 tons. 

The huli is protected abreast of the boilers 
end engines by a side armor belt extend- 
ing 3 feet 6 inches above the load water 
line and 4 feet below it, having a thickness 
of 11 inches for a depth of 4 feet 6 inches, 
eporing to 74g tnches at the bottom of the 
belt, and by the casement armor, 6 inches 
thick, which extends from the side belt to 
the upper deck and is worked from the 
center of the forward to the center of the 
after barbette. At the ends of this case- 
mate armor diagonal armor 9 Inches thick 
extends, from the sides of the vessel to the 
barbette armor. 

In the casemate thus formed are nlaced 
ten of the 6-inch guns. Above this. on the 

deck, four of the 6-inch guns are

Protection is afforded the vitals of thc« 
ship below the water line by a protective 
deck worked flat within the casemate, and 
with slopes forward and aft of it.

ward and aft is respectively 3 inches and 
4 inches. Cofferdams are built on the pro- 
tective deck from the diagonal armor bulk- 
heads to the bow and stern in the vicinity 
of the water line, and on the berth deck 
for nearly the length of the vessel. All 
of these cofferdams are filled with corn 
pith cellulose. 

The main battery of consists

NOTED FORGERY OASES BRING, 
SERIOUS COMPLICATIONS. 


BE. Russell Bartlett to Be Placed on 
Trial for Murder at Monticello, 
Mo., Tomorrow—Scotland 


5 County’s Bad Mix-Up.

MONTICELLO, Mo., May 18—E. Russell 
Bartlett will be placed upon trial tomor- 
row for the murder of William D. Edwards 


at Memphis, Mo., March 8, 1901. 

At thig trial it is expected that the real 
facts will be brought to light in a case, 
Or rather a series of cases, that have dli- 
vided business, social and political circles 
@f Scotland County. 

The trial will be held in this city, the 
county seat of Lucas County, before Judge 
E. R. McKee, a Scotland County man, a 
fellow townsman of Bartlett and, perhaps, 
the only one who is not a partisan in the 
difficulty which has so unfortunately ex- 
cited and divided his constituents; a man in 
whom both sides, partisans of Bartlett and 
his enemies, place the fullest confidence. 

The murder of Edwards and the circum- 
Stances leading up to to it have, for the 

st six months, involved Scotland County 
na controversy that may end in a never- 
ending feud. Because of these events two 

en are in the state penitentiaries, one in 
owa and one in Minnesota, their com- 
bined sentences being 27 years; one man is 
in the Lewis County jall, charged with mur- 
der in the first degree; another—the lat- | 
ters victim—is dead, shot down on the 
streets of Memphis. No one can reasonably 
foretell the end.

Maggie Schumacher, who was with Miss 
Schuster at the time of the trouble, was 
arrested on the same charge. 


Schuster and his sister say that Clover, 
who is married and resides at 316 Lami 
street, had attempted to pay attentions to 
Miss Schuster, and that the woman's broth- 
ers had warned him to keep away from her. 

Friday night, Miss Schuster says, her 
brother told her that she would be turned 
out of his home if she accepted Clover's 
attentions 

When George Schuster and his brother, 
Adam, met Clover in Merkel’s salon last 
night, the two brothers started a quarrel 
with the watchman. George Schuster had 
Clover pinned to the floor of the saloon 
when Policemen Elliott and Murphy ar- 
rived at the scene of the trouble. 

Schuster relaxed his hold on Clover and 
ran out of the saloon as he saw the police- 
men entering. Policeman Murphy fol- 
lowed and caught him. Clover sprang to 
his feet in time to eacape at the door, with 
Policeman Elliott in hot pursuit.

PAY PENALT! 


Vernon Elzey, Though Mar- 
ried, Eloped With Cousin. 


HER FATHER FOLLOWED THEM 


OVERTAKEN IN TEXAS, ELZEY 
KILLED THE ERRANT GIRL. 


He Then Opened Fire on His Pursu?rs 
and in a Moment He Was Shot and 
Fell Dead in the Buggy in 
Which He Was Escaping. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

M’COMB CITY, Miss., May 18.—Two cof- 
fins containing the bodies of a.man and a 
girl will arrive here tomorrow and the clos- 
ing chapter in a tragedy will be written. 
The two bodies are en route from Elmo, 
Tex., where the man and girl met death. 

The dead man is Vernon C. Elzey, who a 
month ago was considered one of the most 
substantial business men of this place. The 
dead girl is his 16-year-old cousin, named 
Myrtice Elzey, with whom he eloped. Be- 
hind this simple statement lurks one of the 
most tragic stories of human passion, 
frailty, weakness and punishment that 


could be conceived. 

Several years ago Vernor Elzey married a 
young lady of Jackson, Miss., to whom he 
appeared devoted. About a year ago he be- 
gan to show symptoms of an infatuation for 
the pretty cousin. Elzey drove a magnificent 
span of horses and the young girl was his 
companion in his drives more frequently 
than his wife. 

It was not long before the pair deter- 
mined to elope. Bizey's family consisted of 
his wife and three children. Six months 
ago he began to sel his property, his un- 
ans wife cheerfully signing the 

eeds. 

Elzey told the girl’s father, who is his 
uncle, Marshal Elzey, that he wanted some 
options on Beaumont, Tex., oil lands and 

ave him money to go out to the oil flelds. 

his was three weeks ago. At the same 
time he urged his wife to make a long- 
deferred visit to relatives in Jackson, which 
she did. 

As soon as both of them were out of town 
the pair disappeared. The next day the 
father was notified at Beaumont of the 
elopement and he returned home, vowing 
that he would find and kill them both if he 
had to follow them all over the world. 

He started out with this intention, first 
securing a warrant for the seduction of 
his daughter. 

It was soon discovered that the younger 
Elzey was short in his accounts with the 
Mississippi Cotton Oil Co., which he repre- 
Seiuted here. The company started detec- 
tives on his trail. Three ,weeks passed 
after the elopement with no news of the 
pair or the father, who was pursuing them. 

After leaving Mississippi the elopers went 

to Texas, presumably on their way to 
Mexico. At Wills Point the local officers 
suspected them as being wanted in Missis- 
sippi, information about them having been 
spread far and wide. The pair got in a 
buggy to drive from Wills Point to Elmo 
and the officers followed. Near the latter 
place they reached them and ordered ths 
man to surrender. His sole answer was to 
draw a pistol and kill the girl at his siJe, 
then he turned his fire on the officers, who 
answered in kind. In a moment he was hit 
and killed. 
Notice was at once sent to McComb City 
and instructions to return the bodies were 
sent. The dead man will be followed to 
the grave by his grief-stricken and injured 
wife. Great excitement was created here. 
The dead man had a policy for $10,000 on 
his life, which goes to his wife.

AND ENGLISH PAPERS. 


TRIP IS TO BE AROUND WORLD 


Only the Public Conveyances Access- 
ible to the Ordinary Tourists Will 
Be Used by the Contestants.

PARIS, May 18.—Great interest has been 
aroused by the announcement of a new 
race around the world by reporters of 
newspapers of different nationalities. The 
start will be made early next week and it 
is expected that all records will be bro- 
ken, as the Trans-Siberian Railway will be 
used, intsead of a ship to get from the 
extreme Orient to Europe. Some estimate 
that the trip can be made in between 45 
and 50 davs. 

At first no race was intended. Le Matin 
simply announced that it was about to send 
Gaston Stiegler out to ascertain by actual 
travel how long it would take, using only 
the means accessible to the ordinary tour- 
ist. tut next day Le Journal announced 
that one of its own men, Henri Turot, 
would_ start in an opposite direction, by 
way of New York, and try to beat the time 
of Ile Matin’s representative. Then the 
Berliner Tageblatt instructed its Paris cor- 
respondent to hold himself ready to start 
at the same time as the other two. Final- 
lv, yesterday. Rumor. an English paper, 
announced that it would enter the race. 

The conditions preclude chartering pri- 
vate convéyances, but allow choice of rail- 
way and steamship routes. The betting is 
already considerable. Each newspaper pub- 
lishes a different estimate of the time. The 
following has the indorsement of the best 
tourists:

It 
was a section with people intrepid and 
brave, but In need of the great awakening 


that has come. The institutions of the 
country could not be superior to the sur- 
roundings of the people; and the avidity 
with which these people have answered 
to the opportunity .is the best answer as 
to their appreciation of it. 

Look at the results! Already this col- 
lege has ‘become the nursery of states- 
men and educators, and its influence has 
been spread out to Congress, the school- 
room and the church. congressman Tate, 
of the ninth, found academic joy here, 
and Mr. Randall, who succeeds Bailey tn 
Congress from Texas, as well as his op- 
pons rival, both were awakened to the 
ight in the old North Georgia. Two thous- 
and pupils have passed through these 
halls, and of the number 200 passed on to 
graduation. The college honestly won a 
place in the oratorical contest among the 
colleges of the state, although through 
some a mental operation it was de- 
prived of the declaration. 

Nor has the enthusiasm of the early days 
waned. At present one of the cottages is 
occupied by a family of five, the children of 
Mr. A. G. Byers of Price, two girls and four 
boys. His family wanted an education, 
schools were distant, board was expensive. 
A family council was held around the Byers 
hearthstone. It was decided that the whole 
family should take the complete college 
course, that one of the cottages should be 
taken, that Jennie and Cora, in addition to 
their studies, should do the cooking and 
housework, while the four boys should sup- 
plement the outfit by such opportunities as 
offered, and that once a month the venera- 
ble father should drive in the hard-used 
wagons with pork, cabbage, potatoes, meal 
and such edibles as he could provide. The 
children were installed at the foot of the 
hill, the father and mother went to work 
on the farm with redoubled energy. The 
children appreciated the sacrifice of the 
home circle and went to work to make them. 
selves felt in the schoolroom. 

Result: Of the five honor places in the 
coming commencement the Byers family has 
carried off four, and only missed the fifth 
by a scratch! 

The two places of social] honor in the col- 
lege are captaincies of the rival military 
companies. The Byers boys hold both 
places. The fact that ney messed and were 
poor, and anxiously awaited the arrival of 
the rickety old provision wagon each month 
did not stand in the way. The student budy 
honored such family devotion, and the grit 
of the Byers family is the toast of the town! 

Who can doubt the outcome for northeast 
Georgia, when guided by such sons and 
daughters? Who can measure the possibilli- 
ties to which some member of the Byers 
family may not aspire? Who can fail to 
respond ‘‘Amen” to the declaration of Presi- 
dent Joseph 8S. Stewart, when wath wet 
eyes as he told the story, he exclaimed: 

“Such people are the salt of the earth. 

And this is but a sample of what the 
college has been doing for 30 years. It 
began as a college in a land where there 
had been no schools. Therefore the first 
work was the education of the teachers 
who should go out into Union, and Towna, 
and White, and Rabun and the other ad- 
joining counties and call upon the people 
as the Bartists did of old, that a new dis- 
pensation was at hand. Of the 2000 pupils 
the greater part were pushed out, incom- 
plete it is true, but in order to start the 
movement. Already the answer has come! 
The white painted schoolhouse adorns an 
hundred hills. President Stewart stands as 
the beacon light in a great awakening, and 
it is well that he has the youth as well as 
the ability to carry his work through. Last 
Christmas two marriages were celebrated

covered that their husbands were short 
of the education by which their ambitions 
should be measured. Within @ few days 
of each other the grooms reported as 
freshmen and their wives occupied their 
cottages with them in order to nefit by 
the course as well. Incident after incident 
such as this was presented, showing the 
great and overpowering unrest against the 
restraints of ignorance. 

President Stewart has closely followed 
the needs of the country. e liberal 
course is pursued, leading to the B. A. 
degree, but the great need of northeast 
Georgia is not Greek or Latin, but trained 
hands. The establishment of a business

TRIP IS TO BE AROUND WORLD 


Only the Public Conveyances Access- 
ible to the Ordinary Tourists Will 
Be Used by the Contestants.

PARIS, May 18.—Great interest has been 
aroused by the announcement of a new 
race around the world by reporters of 
newspapers of different nationalities. The 
start will be made early next week and it 
is expected that all records will be bro- 
ken, as the Trans-Siberian Railway will be 
used, intsead of a ship to get from the 
extreme Orient to Europe. Some estimate 
that the trip can be made in between 4 
and 60 davs. 

At first no race was intended. Le Matin 
simply announced that it was about to send 
Gaston Stiegler out to ascertain by actual 
travel how lone it would take, using only 
the means accessible to the ordinary tour- 
ist. tut next day Le Journal announced 
that one of its own men, Henri Turot, 
would start in an opposite direction, by 
way of New York, and try to beat the time 
of Ile Matin’s representative. Then the 
Berliner Tageblatt instructed its Paris cor- 
respondent to hold himself ready to start 
at the same time as the other two. Final- 
lv, yesterday. Rumor. an English paper, 
announced that it would enter the race. 

The conditions preclude chartering pri- 
vate convéyances, but allow choice of rail- 
way and steamship routes. The betting is 
already considerable. Each newspaper pub- 
lishes a different estimate of the time. The 
following has the indorsement of the best 
tourists: 

Paris via Cherbourg to New York, 7 days; 
New York to San Francisco, 5 days; San 
Francisco to Nagasaki, Japan, 20 days;. 
Nagasaki, to Viadivostock (by steamer), 2 
days; Viadivostock to Khabarmask (by 
rail), 1 day; Khabarmask to Strielensk (by 
steamboat up the river Amur), 

Strielensk to Ibkoutsk (by rail) 
Ibkoutsk to St. Petersburg. 10 
Petersburg to Paris, 2 days. Total, 68 days. 

The Russian government, through its 
Paris embassy, has promised to attend to 
the comfort and safety of the correspond- 
ents through Sierla and Manchuria. 

The papers will publish frequent letters 
and cablegrams to keep their readers con- 
stantly in touch with their several cham- 
pions.

but incompatibility of character and position, social and 
moral.” 

True, probably, but well-knit, really strong characters do 
not drift into such unhappiness. They try to adjust their 
differences, and usually succeed, 

As a guess, isn’t the main trouble an inability to estimate 
values? So many people cannot distinguish a mountain from 
a mole hill. A woman is wounded to the quick by a flash 
of temper and broods over it as if it were an essential char- 
acteristic of her husband. A man is miffed by momentary 
inattention and wonders all day if he hasn’t made a mis- 
take. When he returns after a hard day’s work, he is in a 
“state’’ perhaps and pays her back in her own coin. 

The moral? Don’t take yourself and your partner so gse- 
riously. Little faults spit out in little moments. (Large vir- 
tues reserve themeelves for large hours. If you laugh at the 
fault and forget it, you will be in condition to dwell with psat- 
isfaction upon the virtue. Learn to discriminate between the 
little and the large. 
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The hearing on charter amendments before the Council 
committee Tuesday afternoon should bring out all the objec- 
tions that can be urged to the amendments as they stand.

replied to the writ of excommunication 

|} launched at him by the holy synod of the 

Greek Orthodox Chureb. He starts out by 


quoting Coleridge: “He who begins by 
loving Christianity better than truth will 
proceed by loving his own sect or church 
better than Christianity, and end in lov- 
ing himself better than all."’ 

That,Tolstoi contends, is exactly the posi- 
tion of his assailants. He himself has 
pursued the contrary course. 

“I began by loving the Orthodox Church 
more than myself; then I loved Christianity 
more than the Orthodox Church; now I love 
truth more than all else.’’ 

He says the writ of excommunication fs 
illegal, arbitrary, unjustifiable, mendacious, 
libelous and calculated to promote evil 
sentiments and unworthy deeds; that its 
issue has already so stirred the hatred of 
bigots that he is daily threatened with as 


sassination. 
He Wished 

to Serve God. 
“I have renounced the church that calls 
itself orthodox,” he continues, “because I 
wished to serve God. I followed every 
precept of the church, and am now con- 
vinced that its teaching is, theoretically, ag 
astute and noxious lie, and, practically, @ 
mixture of gross superstition and witel 
craft. That is why I inserted a request 
in my will that no priest should be allowed 
to approach my body. i 
“Yes, it is true I deny an incomprehensi- 
ble trinity, and the fable regarding the fall 
of man, which is absurd in our days, It 
is true I deny ‘the sacrilegious 
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THE ALBANY STRIKE SETTLEMENT. 


The country learns with satisfaction that the Albany strike 
of street railway employes has been brought to an end by 
mutual concessions. Even more gratifying is the announce- 
ment that the terms of settlement will provide for the ad- 
justment of future disputes, 

But how much better would it have been if the mutual] con- 
cessions had been made before the open rupture with its 
bloodshed and generally disastrous consequences. How much 
better it is to apply reason before passions are aroused than 
after aroused passions have led to tragic disaster. 

But while experience and wisdom are leading capital and 
labor to arbitration as the true solution cf all difficulties, 
there should be no confusion of ideas on the subject of dis- 
order. 

Whatever may be the merits of a dispute between employer 
and employe they cannot be considered when violence and 
disorder take the place of legal and orderly methods of set- 
tlement. The paramount issue in a civilized community ig 
that of law and order. Order must be preserved and the laws 
enforced at any cost. 

The lesson of the Albany strike: and of all others like it is 
clear. Be reasonable and adjust differences on equitable 
lines, but above all else keep the peace and respect the laws.

WOMEN STREET INSPECTORS. 


Had Mrs. Potter Palmer of Chicago accepted the post of 
voluntary Inspector of Streets and Alleys in her precinct, the 
public would huve been greatly interested in the experiment, 
which involved the arousing of women of prominence to the 
duty of caring for the city’s cleanliness. 

It is to be hoped that a similar offer will be made to other 
women and that it will be accepted. At certain periods, 
women take up broom and shovel ang voluntarily clean 
streets and alleys that have been neglected by the municipal 
authorities. This proves ‘that women desire clean streets and 
are not above giving their personal] attention to making them 
clean. Why, then, should it not be practicable to have women 
Systematically engaged in keeping the city handsome and 
wholesome? Certainly they would do it as well as the men— 
probably better. 

The least we could expect from such an experiment would 
be to shame the municipal authorities into doing their duty 
regarding streets and alleys. We might see the unusual sight 
of city fathers insisting ‘upon contractors properly fulfilling 
their contracts.

man is swallowed up, and society loses the service of those 
whom they can ill spare. 

If you want to prove how weak human nature may be, cul- 
tivate an appetite or watch a strong man with an unmas- 
tered appetite try to master it.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 18.—President 
Mckinley witnessed the launching of the 
battleship Ohio today. Miss Mary Barber, 
niece of Mrs. McKinley, pressed the but- 
ton, Miss Helen Deshler sinashed a bottle 
of California champagne, and at 12:36 p. m. 
the big battleship Ohio took her first dip

ships boomed out a salute and every steam 
whistle within a radius of five miles 
shrieked its loudest as the steel monster 
glided into the water. 

Mrs. McKiniey’s improved condition per- 


mitted the President to witness the event. 
lie was cheered heartily as his carriage 
rolled over the streets. 

To witness the launching of this ship, 
named in honor of his native State, was 
the real objective of the President's long 
trip across the continent, and was the event 
which has attracted to the Pacific Coast 
the governors of three States, the Ohio 
congressional delegation, several United 
States Senators and many other notable and 
distinguished people. 

Hie was driven to the wharf in a ziosed 
carriage, escorted by a squad of mounted 
police, The cabinet and other distinguished 
guests were already on board the transport 
tug Slocum, which was to convey the party 
to the Union Works, two miles up the bay, 
when he arrived. 

Then began the sail over the shining wa- 
ters of the bay. It proved to be a triumphal 
journey, the like of which has not been 
witnessed in this country since Admiral 
Dewey, on his return from the Philippines, 


Cheered by the 
Returning Soldiers. 

Off near Goat Island lay the transport 
Sheridan, travel-stained from her long 
Journey across the Pacific. She had just 
arrived from the Philippines and still had 


aboard the Forty-second dnd Forty-sixth 
United States Volunteer Infantry, which 
she had brought home. The President saw 
her, and at once requested that the course 
of the Slocum should be changed to allow 
him to pass near her. As the Slocum ap- 
proached the big transport, there was a 
scene* of almost frenzied enthusiasm 
aboard. The soldiers, in their service uni- 
forms, rushed to the side and rent the air 
with cheer after cheer at the sight of the 
President of the United States come to 
welcome them home.

had been built around the prow of the big 
lrom monster which lay in the very siip 
in which the famous Uregon was buiit and 
Irom which President marrisun iauncned 
the monitor Monterey ten years ag».

Miss Barber and the President 
stoud before the ejeciric appliance wiicna 
controlled the guliotine that was to sever 
the rope which would loose the weight that 
Was to knock out this last beam. Miss 
Barber, with her nnger on the button, was 
looking intently at tne indicator. 

At lz:224%, two and a haif minutes before 
the tide was at its highest, the time set 
tor the launching, there suddenly shot in- 
to the face or tne indicator the word 
‘“ready.’’ Miss Barber pressed the button. 
The last block fell away. At the same 
time Miss Deshler, a young lady of 17, in 
a light gown with her dark hair praided 
dowa her back in scnoolgiri fashion, let go 
of the bottle of champagne suspended at 
the side of the bow by a red, white and 
blue ribbon, and as it crashed against the

In fact he has every reason to be con- 
tented as he is treated more as a pet than 
as property by Frank Leigh. Horseshoe 
has never been out of the Leigh family 
since his purchase, and will never be. 

On the part of the stable hands, he is the 
object of affectionate care and attention. 
All swear by his stout heart and still put 
their money on him. When it was sug- 
gested that this would probably be Horse- 
shoe's last season on account of age, one of 
these answered: 

“He'll be 8 years old next season. But 
watch if he ain’t a winning purses next 
year just the same. This ain’t no common 
horse. He's been counted out several times, 
but he never ae up. Why he’s a colt 
yet. ” years old. He'll race three 
years yet.’’ 

Horseshoe lifted his head, looked —his 
trainer in the eye and blinked very much as 
if he were giving the horse laugh to the 
idea of his retirement. 

Yet, notwithstanding the faith of his 
followers in his ability to hold his own for 
some time to come, it is not ee that 
the close of the present season will see 
the end of the go ‘‘plug’s’’ racing career. 
His owner is too considerate of him to 
dim the luster of his younger days by 
starting him in plater fields when his 
power to win is gone. 

Like other higher priced, but not more 
esteemed, thoroughbreds, he will be retired 
to a stock farm where it is expected he 
will father many notable children, none of 
whom, it is safe to say, will ever be sold 
for a $50 bill.

DEMAND FOR REAL ESTATE WAS 
HEAVY LAST WEEK 


BIG DEALS ARE UNDER WAY

Dealers Report Considerable Property 
Changed Hands and Important 
Transactions Will Soon 
Be Closed. 


The demand for St. Louis real estate con- 
tinues to grow steadily. 

There is not the slightest sign of its 
abatement, and both property owners and 
agents are jubilant because of the prospect, 

The week just ended has been a busy one 


among real estate men. The number of 
transactions, although large, does not indj- 
cate the full amount of business. 

Negotiation for valuable pieces of proper- 
ty have been opened by several firms who 
will keep their progress secret until the 
deals shall have been closed. 

It is significant of the extent of the re- 
cent real estate growth of St. Louis that 
local agents are receiving hundreds of in- 

uiries every week from persons in the 

fast, with money to invest, asking about 
the prices and proepects here. 

Many of the parties to the sale negotila- 
tions that are now in progress are persons 
who do not live in St. Louis. The news 
has gone forth to the world that we are 
to have a new St. Louis, and that slogan 
will bring many real estate buyers. 

The deed for the Catlin tract has been 
filed for record. It states that the consider- 
ation for the transfer was $850,000 and ‘‘other 
valuable considerations.’’ It thus puts the 
exact sum paid for the tract {n some doubt, 
It is said on reliable authority, however, 
that the entire consideration is about $900,- 
000. The purchasers of the property have 
organized the University Place Realty Com- 
pany to handle it. It is said improvements 
will be inaugurated upon it immediately. 

One of the big transactions of the week 
was the sale of the Olivia building. at Grand 
avenue and Windsor place, to W. H. Roever 
for $100,000, by Ignatius McMenamy, who 
acted for the owner. Mr. Roever was rep- 
resented by H. W. Herweck. The property 
was a part of the Ghio estate, and the bulld- 
ing was completed about only eight months 
ago. It is five stories high, its fire-proof and 
is 47x308 feet. It was purchased as an in- 
vestment and Is paying a handsome return, 
even for the price paid by Mr. Roever. It 
fs one of the most substantial buildings in 
the West End. 

The sale of the property at the northwest 
corner of Broadway and Olive street to the 
Commonwealth Trust Company by the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce was completed 
last week by the filing of the deed. The 
consideration.was $635, The items of the 
transfer werc the corner lot, 57 feet and 1% 
inches on Broadway and 67 feet and 4 inches 
on Olive street: the lot next to it, 30 feet 
front by a depth of 114 feet and 4 inches; 
the building on the two lots and all the 
furniture, vaults and gas and other fix- 
tures. ' 

H. H. Merrick this week purchased the 
property at 1418 Washington avenue from 
the New Haven Investment Co. for $44,000. 
Tho negotiations were conducted by the 
Blackwelder-Holbrook Realty Co. A good 
story is told in connection with the sale 
of this property, illustrating the quick 
profits that can be made in real estate 
transactions in St. Louis. Martin Collins 
ae ~- this property ten years ago for 
29,000. ‘Three weeks ago he sold it to the 
New Haven Investment Co. for $41,000. 
Thus the latter company made $3000 on 
the transaction, less the commission, in 
three weeks. 

Rumors of more hotels and apartment 
houses in the West End are persistently 
circulated. If they should be built as 
plentifully as the rumors indicate, there 
would be one for eve block. While that 
is altogether improbable, there is no doubt 
that some very fine hotels will soon be 
erected in the western part of the city. 
Several architects are drawing plans for 
them and say the contracts will be let 
soon. At least one of them, it is said, will 
cost over $300,000. Several pretty apart- 
ment houses have been planned for exclu- 
sive neighborhoods, but some of them will 

obably not be erected because of the 
ostility of the owners of residences in 
the districts affected. 

Many of these neighborhoods were laid 
out with the understanding that only cer- 
tain kinds of buildings should be erected 
on them and that each should stand off 
the street a certain distance. In nearly 
all such districts, apartment houses have 
been prohibited by clauses in the deeds to 
purchasers. Recently many property own- 
ers have gone into court for orders for 
the strict enforcement of their deed con- 
tracts in order to prevent the encroach- 
ment of apartment buildings. The Court 
of Appeals decided two years ago that 
such restrictions are legal and ordered a 
man who had built slightly over his line 
to move his house back to it, although 
he had completed it. Consequently, all 
who are thinking of building apartment 
houses are giving adequate notice of their 
plan to the neighboring property owners 
so that if there are any restrictive clauses 
in their deeds, they may fiash them before 
the work is actually begun on the struct- 


ures. 

Notwithstanding the fact that many 
apartment houses will be built in St. Louis 
within the next year, this city will be more 
than ever a community of homes. Not only 
have several fine West End residences been 

rojected, but but many more unpretentious 
homes have been planned. The amount of 
iw pen that will be done by mechanics 
and othor men who depend upon manual 
labor for a Mery will be eat. Much of 
the property that is being sold at the weekly 
auctions in the comparatively new residence 
districts of the city is being purchased by 
men of this class. They see the unusual 
opportunity for investment and believe that 
the advance in property in St. Louis within 
the next two years will be so great that 
they will have ample oportunity to close 
out at a profit, if they should discover that 
ey cannot conveniently retain their hold- 
ngs. 

Yesterday was a great day for the vari- 
ous real estate auctions, and each of them 
was largely attended. he demand for 
property was ee pa gy tf to the promoters 
of the sales and the bidding was lively. 
Henry Hiemenz, Jr., did well with the 
Vista Heights property, while Hill & Ham- 
mel were pleased with their day’s work at 
the Grand Avenue Heights, where they con- 
ducted a sale of 60 lots.

But Stillwater 
had not seen that side of him and did not 
think of that when he was taken away. 
It had seen only his good cheer, his uncom- 
plaint, his mantiness and his kindness in a 
thousand little things. The men of the 
prison loved him. Hundreds of them were 
convicts convicted of crime, but they were 
human beings with hearts, and loved Bob 
Younger. And Cole and Jim were not the 
only men who shed tears at Stillwater that 
day. 

As the years passed after Bob's death, 
and nothing but good of Cole and Jim 
Younger came out of the prison walls veo- 
ple in Minnesota began asking: 

“Have not these men suffered cnough?” 

Then began the movement to have them 


The friends of the Youngers have not 
pleaded extenuation. They have not sought 
to represent them as anything else than 
the citizens of Northfield found them—ban- 
dits operating in defiance of law. They 
have not held them up as more creatures 
than creative of a condition. Their defense 
is wholly founded upon these 2% years at 
Stillwater—25 years of perfect behavior, 
obedience, patience; 25 years without a 
whimper. The average years of the life 
prisoner is 10. The Youngers have lived that 
two and one-half times. They have cultl- 
vated their minds. They are intelligent, 
almost erudite men. No one thing could be 
further from another than the Younger of 
this day at Stillwater is distant from 
the Younger of 2% yvears ago in 
the hills of Missouri. The prison is not 
& means of revenge, but of correction. As 
such it has been a success with the Young- 
ers. Free to go where they will they are 
harmiess, law-abiding. sane, sensible men. 
The era of lawlessness in which they lived, 
the lawless fellows with whom they rode— 
both alike are long ago gone. The Young- 
ers would themselves be gone were they not 
physically and mentally extraordinary men. 
No other convict has lived 26 vears at Still- 
water and preserved his mind. Parallel 
the record of the 2% vears at Stillwater with 
the record of the 2% years before they came. 
Does it not seem there should be some re- 
ward? Shall it not profit a man to reform? 
Would it not bea nobie thing to do, and stil] 
conserve the due of the law, to permit these 
men, who have aged and grayed in captivity 
and so lived that thair very keepers want to 
answer for them free, to come forth from 
their cells a little while in their old age—at 
least long enough to die free? 

This is the plea for Cole and Jim Young- 
er. It has gained strength every day. The 
people of Minnesota say it ts fair, and the 
presse of the state, in the words of the St. 
Paul Globe, says: 

“Let them go."’ 


THE YOUNGERS TODAY. 


TILLWATER ts a pretty Httle city, 
S 20 miles east from St. Paul on Lake 

Croix, the still water. The state prison 
Minnesota has but one—ts in a valley be- 
tween high bluffs at the upper end of 
town. It is not a large prison nor eo fcr- 
bidding in guns, bars, guards and great 
gates as the prisons of further south, for 
Minnesota rarely has more than 0 state 
prisoners, and at this time but 6812. One 
may stand upon the high biuff apon two 
sides and look down inside the prison wails 
as a hoursetop commands a view of the 
atreet. It is not a great way around the 
high wall, not more than the square of a 
downtown 8t. Louis block, but in this 
little enclosure the most exploited ef lat- 
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has been here so long and preserved his mind. 
because we feel that we were in a measure the product of extraor- 
dinary conditions and that, if given the opportunity, we can in our 
last few years prove that the things expected of men in this dav 
are not beyond us—that we were by acquirement and not inher- 
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ter-day bandits have lived for 2% years, 
never once passing out at the gates; 
never once saying a word to fellow ,ris- 
oner or brother when they met on the 
paths: never once giving the once free 
voice the liberty of a loud halloo; never 
once forgetting themselves prisoners of 
the state--for life. 

The warden of the prison is Henry Wolf- 
er. He is a friend of the Youngers—one of 
their best friends. I found Mr. Wolfer at 
his desk. I wanted to see the Youngers. 
Mr. Wolfer is careful to shield them frim 
any annoyance and constantly alert for 
their weal. Why did I want'to see them? 
How long did I want to see them What 
did I purpose printing about them? They 
are just now very close to freedom. Popu- 
lar sentiment in Minnesota has never be- 
fore been so unanimous in their favor. 
An enemy, or even an indiscreet friend, 
may do them tnealculable Injury just at 
this time. To bear false witness against 
them concerning what manner of men they 
are may cost them their liberty and frus- 
trate the plans and works of many earn- 
est and indefatigable friends. 

T assured him I came in all fairness and 
good intent. He personally conducted me 
into the prison, and summoned a denuty. 

“Call Cole and Jim Younger.”’ 

“You may talk to them as long as you 
choose. When vou have done you may 
come into the office and tell me what are 
rour impressions of them.” 

The gate swung softly out tn the hall, and 
a great giant of a man stepped into the 
room. He was bare-headed and quite bald. 
lie was fully 6 feet high, and weighed some 
230 pounds. He had grayish-blue, prominent 
eyes, and his sparse hair was light. He had 
a ‘good, open face. He wore a soft shirt 
and a dark four-in-hand tie, and his clothes 
were a Confederate gray. He was more 
athletic than corpulent. He had broad 
shoulders and unmistakable signs of great 
physical strength. He was straight save 
for a slight rounding in the shoulders, and 
he walked like he was years younger than 
he seemed by the gray hair. He looked the 
embodiment of law and order—a fine-look- 
ing, splendidly-bullt, even-tempered man in 
the strength of good health.

“Quantrell might just as reasonably come

knew him well. He was really not gullty 
of many things attributed to him, but it 
would be useless to attempt to defend him 
now, just as it would be a waste of time 
to endeavor to relieve our own name of 
some of its notoriety. The people will have 
it their wav, and scores of criminals, know- 
ing where the blame would go, dared to do 
anything they pleased.

I marveled that day at the fortitude of ~ 
these men. The Stillwater prison is eeru-! - 
pulously clean. Tt ts comfortable. It has ©

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good cheer. But it is a prison. 
@re little narrow slits in the wall. They are 
scarce large enough fora big man to stand 
between his cot and the wall and 
round. There is no brie-a-brac. The doors 


cloge with a crash of steel every night at 


6 c’clock—every night. They open the next 
day at 7. An armed guard patrols the hall 
throygh the night. Visitors come and peer 


into the cell, the workshop, the library, the 


hospital. They watch the men eat. Pris- 
oners are forbidden to speak to each other 
as they pass. One day is just like another 
save Saturday, a day to be spent in the 
cell. There are beauties, new and old, in 
the World without. There are inventions, 
things of progress some prisoners have 
never seen. There are pleasures of going 
and seeing, of home and hearth, of dress 
and entertainment. There is the great 
blessing of liberty. ‘There is fame and for- 
tune and great \possibility, music and dra- 
ma and a thousand things. But they can- 
not enter here. Here it is discipline, pri- 
vation, confinement, barrenness—a certain- 
ty nn tomorrow will be Just like today. 

And here the Youngers, living their youth 
in even an excess of liberty, great giants 
of men who would be admired and would 
rule for their very strength, whose quick 
eves would permit no beauty of life to es 
cape and whose strong natures would not 
fail to command strong friendships—here 
they have lived through the very prime of 
their lives, surely feeling and knowing, if 
they did not show it, all that which by 
imprisonment they lose. And yet they are 
younger at and 53 than nine-tenths of 
the men of their years they will meet the 
day they go free. 

Jim Younger said to me: 

“There has not been one day here in 
which L have not put my mind to this prob- 
lem of preserving myself to enjoy those 
years of freedom which I feel.we shall 
have. I have put my old life as far from 
my thoughts as the prison has put it from 
my hands. I have not read one single story 
of crime. I have gone into good books, 
wholesome things that would freshen and 
Btrengthen my mind. I have confined my- 
felf to sane thonghts I have driven re- 
grets out of my mind as fast as they en- 
tered in. I have routed melancholy until 
ft stays away. I have made patience, 
cheerfulness, kindness habits ofemy life.

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THE PROSPECT OF FREEDOM,

HE freedom of the Youngers rests now 
with three men. They are the mem- 
bers of the Minnesota state board of 

pardons—Gov. Van Sant, Attorney-General 
Douglass and Chief Justice Stark of the 
State Supreme Court. They are the Court 
of Last Resort, having power to parole life 
prisoners who have served 20 actual years. 

There is a general belief among the peo- 
ple of Minnesota that the Board of Pardons 


4s going to parole the famous prisoners of 


Stillwater. 


One hears everywhere—at Still- 
water, Minneapolis, St. Paul—that popular 
sentiment is favorable to the Youngers, 
quite unanimously so. 

The present status of the case of the 
Youngers was best explained to me by

Every 
prisoner has a right to send writtef com- 
plaints to the warden. We have a blank 
sheet printed and circulated among the 
prisoners for this purpose. You would be 
surprised to see how many of these wr'it- 
ten complaints come in every day, and 
what little things some of them whimper 
But there is nothing like this from 
the Youngers. They are patient men. They 
ask nothing. They have always been 
There is always some little undercurrent 
of mystery in a prison. Very often the 
warden has reason to inquire concerning 
what is going on among the men. if 
there is difficulty in getting at the truth 
we always know where the truth may 
be had. for Cole and Jim Younger for 
years have looked us straight in the eyes 
and told us the truth. They are strong 
men, wholly within control of themselves. 
Their preservation of mind and body 
after so many years in prison has been 
nothing less than wonderful. Men of less 
will power could not have done it. They 
have cultivated their minds, become stu- 
dents. They are as conversant with what 
is going on in the as we are and 
just much Interested, too.

Il wanted some photographs of Cole and 
Jim as they are today and prints of some 
pictures that had been taken in the prison 
15 years ago, when Deputy Warden Glennon 
dressed the three brothers in civilianclothes 
and J. M. Kuhn photographed them. I| ar- 
ranged for the present-day pictures and se- 
cured from Cole a written order upon Mr. 
Kuhn for prints of the old pictures. Some 
years ago there was a copyright upon these 
old pictures, and the photographer had be- 
come unfamillar with the exact status 
of the that he had not made prints 
from the plates in years and still refuses 
to make any. He advised me to go to some 
of Cole's friends in St. Paul and get copies 
of these pictures made before the copyright 
was taken out. I followed this and 
got the pictures from Chief of Police O'Con- 
nor at St. Paul.

The bandits left Mankato Sept. *%. They 
entered Northfield five days later, on Sat- 
urday night. The next they spent in 
looking over the city, vlanniag’ the rob- 
bery and the escape. They deterinined to 
make the rush at noon the next day, when 
the streets would be practically deserted 
and no persons would be in the bank. They 
met Monday morning on the Janesville 
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road, just outside the town. 
of the party rode up tv the bank, fed 
their horses at the rear, and siepped out 
in front of the bank. Then there was a roar 
of running horses up the maia street and 
another down the street. Men riding mad- 
iy and shooting and yelling rode down 
upon the bank, three coming {rom the 
north and three from the south. ‘The 
carefully planned attack was on. 

I saw a number of people in Minnesota 
who are familiar with the raid at North- 
field. But there no such thing as an 
agreement among them as to what actual- 
ly happened when the attack was made. 

What is known is that six of the raiders 
rode furiously down the main street of 
Northfield, firing at every living thing and 
yelling, “Get off the street!" 

And people did that and speedily, for such 
a whirlwind had never struck Northfield 
before nor such wild yells and fierce curses. 
People hid hurriedly, and the three men 
rushed into the bank. There was a short 
interval of -silence, and then two shots. 
Two clerks in the bank rushed from the 
rear door, one with an arm hanging use- 
less and both yelling as terrified men 
yell:

‘Then there was another short interval of 
Silence, in which citizens of Northfield ap 
peared on the streets with rifles and guns 
to give battle. 

The raiders who stood guard in front of 
the building cried to those within: 

“Hurry up, boys. It’s getting hot 
here.’’ 

Jesse James and his two companions in 
the bank, who are believed in Minnesota to 
have been Bob Younger and Frank James 
were having trouble with J. L. Hayward, 
the cashier. Hayward had refused to open 
the vault. He refused to be cowed. When 
Jesse James stepped into a tall, open safe 
to look for money, Hayward even attempt- 
ed to lock him in and would have done so 
but for the other two robbers. Jesse James 
was in a desperate fury.’ He rushed upon 
Hayward with a knife and pricked ais 
throat until it bled, crying:

the bandit had met his match in 
herve. Hayward folded his arms and de- 
clared he would not. By this time the 
battle outside had become go hot that the 
three robbers in the bank rushed out Just 
as Jesse James vaulted over the counicr 
he saw Hayward rush to a drawer and 
reach for a pistol. James fired with a 
quick snap, and Hayward fell dead. 

When the bandits rushed from the bank 
they found things hotter than they had 
known. From Dr. Wheeler's office in an 
upper story across the street a heavy cali- 
ber rifle was cracking away, despite the ef- 
forts of the bandits to shut it up. Bill 
Chadwell, who was to guide the party out 
of town and out of the state, fell with a 
bullet from this rifle through his brain. An- 
other shot stopped Clell Miller as he mount- 
ed his horse. Bob Younger’s right arm 
dropped helpless and the young outlaw 
whisked his pistol into his left hand. Jim 
Younger’s horse was shot down and he 
called to Cole. Cole came back in the hot- 
test of the fire and lifted Jim up behind him 
as though nothing were going on. 
Then they rode away, with half the weapons 
of Northfield barking at them as long as 
they remained in view. 

In after years the of the street bat- 
tle at Northfield became so much like that 
of the three black crows that the truth was 
beyond recall. Hundreds of men averred 
that they had taken a hand in it. It was 
accounted the chief glory of a citizen of 
Northfield to boast—

“I fought the Youngers and James boys at

The simple truth seems to have been that 
very few the townspeople ventured out 
to do any shooting, not more than three 
four. Dr. Wheeler, whe killed Chadwell 
and wounded Bob and Cole Younger, 
(*.. J. Manning, who killed Clell Miller, 
to stand out in bold relief as the real fight- 
ing men of Northfield. Others fought flerce- 
when the robbers were far away and out 
principally busying themselves. in 
the earlier stages of combat with hunting 
the darkest and innermost recesses of 
‘“-tiome, Sweet Home.”’ 

Not save in war times had 
can city ever had such fierce fighting upon 
streets that in the Missouri 
bandits participated in Northfield that day. 
Whoever they were, the defenders of the 
town were brave men. They could shoot, 
too, quite as well as the bandits themselves, 
Possibly there were a dozen good fighters 
there that day, some of whose names have 
not lived like those of Wheeler and Man- 
ning: The streets around the bank were 
thick with the smoke of the conflict. Men 
shot to kill when they could see and when 
there was no target but smoke. Three 
the robbers’ horses were killed. Two of the 
men themselves were stretched out in the 
street. Others were wounded. A non-com- 
batant resident of Northfield lay dead on 
the sidewalk. Hayward, the cashier, lay 
dead by his still unopened vault. There 
“as yelling, the sharp crack of rifles and 
pistols and the boom of shotguns. 

Jesse James and Cole Younger had been 
in hot places in their day, but not in the 
like of this. Jesse James was the first to 
turn his horse toward the open country In 
flight. The others followed, Cole starting 
once and then returning to take his broth- 
er Jim up behind him, doing it as calmly 
as though it were all a sham battle and 
counting every one of the survivors of his 
band escaping ahead of him ere he gai- 
loped from the battle ground. That exhi- 
bition of nerve, of loyalty to his fellows and 
brotherly love, so challenged the admira- 
tion of the fighting men of Northfield that 
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not one of them lives today without want- 
ing to see Cole Younger go free. 

Then came the flight of these six surviv- 
ing bandits, and the pursuit, which ts with- 
out parallel in all the criminal history of 
the United States. It was 14 days after 
they galloped out of Northfield until the 
Younger boys were captured and Charlie 
Pitts was xilled. The other two members 
of the gang escaped. It has always been 
supposed thev were Frank and Jesse James. 
The Youngers have always refused to say. 

Within a few hours after the flight of the 
bandits the state offered $1000 for the cap- 
ture of cach. The bank offered $700 for the 
capture of them all. A railroad offered $500 
more, making an aggregate of $1200 set 
upon their heads. A thousand pursuers 
turned out. A thousand Paul Reveres g4a!- 
loped to warn every village and farm. 

The Injuries of Bob Younger were 80 s¢- 
rious his companions were compelled 10 
abandon their horses and take to the woods 
and flelds. The James boys finally refused, 
so it is said, to stay longer with Bob Young- 
er hindering the progress of the party, and 
they went ahead by themselves and es- 
caped., 

Cole and Jim, themselves wounded, had a 
hard time of it with Bob. But they would 
not desert him. Day after day they kept 
their pursuers off in desperate battle, tak- 
ing a fresh stand during the night. They 
could. have left their brother and escaped 
almost any time, but the Youngers were of 
sterner stuff. They had been raised in a 
country where men had little reason to 
make the acquaintance of fear. The Young- 
ers had never Known fear. No more had 
trey a notion of deserting Bob, to die alone 
or recover and be hanged. If needs be they 
would die by his side. They were that sort 
of mon, 

Cole Younger left the hiding places at 
night and foraged for medicine and food. 
These nocturnal trips added four bullets 
to the composition of Cole’s physical body. 
Sut he generally got what he went ifter. 
After 14 days they were near Medalia, 
miles from Northfield. They had wandered 
almost aimlessly and desperately crippled. 

The rmaaps which were to aid them in just 
such dilemma were on the dead body of 
Bill Chadwell. They could only progress 
by inquiring, and these inquiries endan- 
gered them greatly, the last of them finally 
resuliing in their capture. 

Cole went to a house for food. 
who lived there knew of the Northfield 
affair, and guessed Cole to be one of the 
bandits. As soon as he could slip away he 
hurried to the sheriff. The sheriff of this 
county was named Gillespie. He was a 
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fighter. 
ple who pursued the band:t:s for the reward 
did so at @ safe distance in the rear, hoping 
to find them dead in the wood. But not so 
Gillespie. He got a posse together and went 
down mito the timber and marsh region of 
the Wantonwan river. There the bandits 
were hid. Another day would have thrown 
off their pursuers. But this day they must 
needs fight. 

And fight they did! Yes, ike a wounded 
buck will turn on the dogs. They took a 
position in a little gulch by the river, and 
there they fought until two of the Young- 
ers had been shot to the ground and the 
third, to stop the unequal battle, yielded to 
the sheriff and his resolute men. As the vic- 
tors approached Charlie Pitts leaped to his 
feet. What he intended doing the Yeungers 
do not know, but Gillespie and his men 
thought he meant to shoot, and they rid- 
died him as he rose. 

The Youngers, all of them bleeding and 
helpless with wounds, were loaded into a 
wagon, bound hand and foot in their help- 
less state, and taken to Northfield. They 
were quickly tried. A law at that time on 
the Minnesota statutes permitted a 
fendant charged with murder in the 
degree to plead guilty and Bet a Hife sen- 
tence rather than stand trial and imperil 
his neck. The three Youngers plead guilty. 
They narrowly escaped lynching before 
they were ljanded in Stillwater, and after 
they got there they were under the 
of physicians for months and even years. 
Jim cannot today eat solid food. In that 14 
days of tigshting the roof of his mouth was 
torn away by a bullet, and even now, after 
<> years, he can’ take only liquid foods. 

Almost every man who participated in the 
: the Youngers has 
since signed petitions asking that they be 
pardoned. Their common testimony is that 
the Youngers are brave men. 

Cole Younger told me here in the prison 
that he had no money nor had Jim and that 
neither had ever been marrie: Cole still 
carries several bullets in his body: lie says 
they made no attempt to kill unyone in the 
flight from Northfield, knuwinge it would 
them their lives if they were caught. 
It is said by all the people who were in 
the Northfield fight that neither Cole or 
Jim Younger entered the bank and that it 
was not-their bullets that killed Hayward. 
Neither are they accredited with having 
planned the Northfield raid. This part in 
the affair is vielded to Rill Chadwell, who 
was a Minnesota man, but a little while 
in Missouri, and who, strange enough, was 
the first to lose his life in the Northfield 
raid.

are the facts of the wild 
the Youngers will prob- 
known. ‘The stories 
of them are innumerable. They are cred- 
ited with scores of daring raids, robber- 
ies, killings. lt is certain they did not do 
even a fourth part of the things attributed 
them. Cole Younger, in talking of this 
with me at Stillwater, said: 

“The train hold-ups and bank robberies 
have gone on in Missouri and around Mis- 
sourl since we came to Stillwater without 
any indication that the men accused of it 
all had been removed from the field of ac- 
tion. This ought to prove that we did not 
have a corner on this sort of crime. Our 
competitors certainly would not give us 
credit for it all had it not been for the good 
of their own necks.,’’ 

But whether they did a fourth part or 
a twentieth part of it all, certain it is that 
for the 11 years between Appomattox and 
Northfield, Cole,. Jim and Bob Younger 
were out in the hills a great deal of the 
time, living the wildest sort of a life. It 
was impossible that they should have come 
into such fame as bandits without prov- 
tion. Their capture, red-handed, in the 
flight from Northfield confirmed every re- 
port of their desperate career, the true and 
the untrue alike. If the Youngers had been 
missing in the catch which the people of 
Minnesota made that summer there would 
have been some ground for believing them 
not black they had been painted, 
But they were there in the net—all three of 
the famous brothers, fighting like wild ti- 
gers and never vielding until shot into 
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helplessness on the earth. It was 
what the country expected of the Young- 
this last magnificent stand, and just 
where it was expected they would finally 
be caught, in a daring bank robbery or 
train hold-up characteristic of Missouri and 
Missouri's celebrated bandits.

Not one was captured. 

While it was never proved that the 
Younger and James boys were in this raid, 
it is believed by the citizens of Clay Coun- 
ty that they planned it, and it was cer- 
tainly carried out on the same lines as their 
subsequent exploits. 

In January, 1866, Cole Younger sent his 
brother John, then a lad of but M years, 
to have a pistol repaired. The boy accom-{ 
plished the errand, but as he was about to 
leave town he encountered an Irishman 
named Gilicreas, who had been a union sol- 
dier. Gilicreas began to abuse the boy, 
whom he recognized as one of the Young- 
ers, and finally kicked him. 
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through the heart. He was arrested, but 
turned loose when a slung-shot was found 
on the wrist of the dead man. 

OcJ. 30, 1866, five men rode into Lexing- 
ton, Mo., and hitched their horses in an 
alley near the banking house of Alexander 
Mitchell & Co. Two of the men walked 
into the bank and handed a $50 bill to the 
cashier, with a request that he give them 
change for it. 

As the cashier opened the cash drawer 
two more men walked in with drawn re- 
volvers. The cashier found himself the 
focus point of ‘four pistols.

The next bank robbery was at Russellville 
Ky., March 2, 18h. The bandits had a hot 
fight there, but secured about ah ag and 
escaped without ihjury.

Jesse James 
hilled the cashier, Capt. John W. Sheets, al- 
though the latter had made no resistance 
and had delivetegt ug the keys of the safe. 

The robbers, although pursued by a posse 
of citizens, made good their escape, 

Shortly after this a vigilance committee 
went to the Youngers’ house on a hunt for 
Cole and Jim. The brothers were not there 
and the visiting party tried te find out from 
John Younger their whereabouts. John re- 
fused to give the information, although he 
was hanged until nearly e@ead and slashed 
with Knives in the effort to extort it from 
him. 

When he recovered he went to~- Dallas, 
Tex., and in 1871 he murdered the sheriff of 
Dallas County, Capt. 8. W.. Nichols, and 
escaped. Going back to Missourt, he joined 
his brothers Cole and Jim, and was with 
them until his death in 1874. 

The outlaws’ next exploit was the plun- 
dering of the bank in Corydon, Io., June 3. 
1871. They secured $40,000. After robbing the 
bank the masked bandits rode over to a po- 
litical meeting and made ‘speeches ‘telling 
the crowd they had robbed the: bank, 

“Go down there and see for yourse)lvés,”’ 
they said. 

Then they rode away, velling and Jaugh- 
ing. The people found the cashier bound 
and gagged in the bank. 

The bank in Columbia, Ky., was the next 
one robbed by the Younger and James boys. 
They killed the cashier, but only got about 
$200. 

The Kansas City FPatr Association next 
claimed thetr.attention and .they 
in rebbing it of about $10,000, a full day's re- 
ceipts. They took the monéy while it was 
being carried in a tin box from ‘the fair 
grounds to the First National Bank. The 
three robbers on this occasion were Frank 
and Jesse James and Bob Younger. A thou- 
sand people witnessed this bold robbery. 

On May 1}, 3873, the robbers Ieoted “the 
Savings Association at Ste. Genévieve, Mo., 
and obtained $410. 

In July, 1873, they turned attention to 
train robbing. Their first exploit was 
wrecking a train on the Chicago, Rock Is- 
land & Pacific, in Iowa. The engineer Was 
killed and a dozen passengers tnjured. The 
desperadoes got about $6000. 

The robberies of a stage coach tn Arkan- 
sas, of a train on the Iron Mountain road, 
in Wayne County, Missourt; of a Kargas 
Pacific train, near Muncte, Kan.; of the 
bank at Huntington, Va.; of a train on the 
Missouri Pacific Rallroad, followed in quick 
succ ession.

The Duke of Wellington, not noted as an 
art connoisseur, wanted to buy it for as 
much gold as would cover its surface— 
about $200,000—but the offer was indignantly 
spurned. That was many years earlier. 1ts 
value in 1874 was almost incalculable. 

When it was known that the picture was 
stolen, the government made great efforts 
at once, sending photographs and descrip- 
tions of the missing fragment to its repre- 
sentatives the world over. But at the height 
of the sensation the thief coolly walked on 
board a steamer at Cadiz with his plunder 
on his shoulder. 

His boldness protected him for the time. 
Who'd have dreamed he could be so rash? 
For the time he escaped all suspicion. 

On Jan. 2 of the following year Wilillam 
Schaus of New York was visited by a 
Spaniard calling himself Fernando Garcia, 
who told of a family heirloom, a genuine 
Murillo, that, under pressure of adversity, 
he wished to part with. 

Mr. Schaus recognized the widely sought 
St. Anthony, but did not “let on.” He bar- 
gained to buy the picture for $250, and at 
the same time gave notice to the authorti-

to the Spanish royal familly, compelled the 
restoration to rightful owners of much of 
this stolen property, he so “fixed things” 
that he was able to prove a clear tithe te

A St. Louis Woman Who Has Succeeded in This Employment 
Advises Those of Her Sisters Who Wish to Engage in It.

is an industry in which women can engage 
with success and profit. She has written for 


the Sunday Post-Dispatch an article on the 
care of Belgian hares for the guidance of 
women who desire to rear them cither as 
pets or as a business venture.

OR the benefit of those women who are 

}- forced by circumstances to go out In 
the workaday world, and who are un- 
sulted for fatiguing | wish 
unfold a tew of the possibilities of the rear- 
ing of Belgian hares. The industry can 
carried on entirely at one’s own home. 

The Belgian hare contains 85 per cent ol 
digestible nutriment, as against 53 per cent 
in the chicken. One little will produce 
more meat in a year than one cow 
can be fed at a cost of 5 cents a month. 

The hide for covering

In the absence of a regularly constructed 
tabbitry, any shed or building may be used, 
but care should be exercised In regard to 
the ventilation, so as to have plenty of 
fresh air, but no direct drafts. All the open- 
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ings ought to be on one side, and, if possi- | 


ble, the inlet of air should be above the 
hutches. Each breeding animal must have 
a roomy hutch to itself. I prefer those o 
feet long by 2% feet wide by 2 feet high, 
with two wire doors of 1-inch mesh fencing 
wire across the entire front, as they admit 
of the most thorough cleaning, and, when 
pressed for room, a light partition can be 
inserted in the middle, thus affording two 
hutches of ample size for any but breeding 
stock. They can be built in any shape, 
however, to suit the space you have at your 
command, just so the proper amount of 
square feet is allowed the animal for nec- 
essary exercise. These can be placed above 
each other in tiers of three. For other stock 
smaller hutches can be used. Some people 
take the largest shoe cases, about 44 inches 
long, and put in one wire door the entire 
length of the boxes. It is best to have 
hutches as roomy as possible, and, where 
Space is no object, large hutches and runs 
could be constructed. 

If the nest boxes are not built Into the 
hutches an ordinary 3)-pound cracker box 
will answer the purpose. An opening of 
about 4 by 8 Inches should be cut in one 
side as a doorway for the hares and half 
of the cover should be hinged for the proper 
cleaning of the box or removal of any 
}oung that may die; also leave a small 
crack for ventilation. About 18 inches from 
ithe end of the box place a movable parti- 
tion 3 inches high across the box; th® keeps 
the leverets from falling out of the nest 
while they are too weak to get back; after- 
wards it can be removed. In this inclosure 
the mother hare will build her nest, with 
all the care and precision of a bird, any 
time from two weeks to a few hours before 
the arrival of the young.

The test 
of hydrophobia seems to be death itself, 
for the common understanding is that if 
you live you had something else. 

Dogs with hydrophobia do not fear wa- 
ter; Dut men with hydrophobia cannot 
touch water. 

_HMydrophobia has been known from early 
times, but it was not mentioned by the 
eariiest Jewish writers; they possibly did 
not have it. There are allusions to it in the 
works of Aristotle, Xenophon, Plutarch, 
Virgil, Horace and others, as well as in the 
writings of the earlier writers on medicine. 
Celsus gives detailed instructions respectlhg 
the treatment of men who have been bitten 
by re rabid dogs, and dwelis on the canger 
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the actual cautery or of strong caustics, 
and finally the employment of baths and 
various internal remedies. 

Bubsequentiy Galen described minutely 
the phenomena of hydrophobia, and recom- 
mended the excision of the wounded part 
as a protection against the disease. 
Throughout many centuries that followed 
little or nothing was added to the facts 
which the early physicians had made 
known concerning the disease. It was unl- 
versally regarded with horror, and the af- 
fiicted were generally abandoned by all 
around them and left to their fate. 

In later years considerable progress was 
made toward a better understanding of this 
peculiar disease, investigations by Boer- 
haave, Van Swieten, John Hunter, Magen- 
die, Breschet, Virchow, Reder, Youatt, 
Fleming, Meynell, Hertwig and others be- 
ing valuable. Nevertheless, much remains 
obscure as to the nature and pathology of 
this formidable disease. 

Whatever may be said as to the sponta- 
neous development of rabies in animals—a 
view now generally discredited—there seems 
no doubt that in man the disease is in ev- 
ery instance the result of the inoculation 
of the virus contained in the secretions of 
the mouth of the affected animal into a 
wound or abrasion of the skin or mucous 
membrane. In the great m2jority of cases, 
probably 90 per cent, this is due to the bite 
of a rabid dog, but bites of rabid cats, 
wolves, foxes, jackals, etc., frequently con- 
vey the disease. There is no evidence that 
the poison can be introduced into the sys- 
tem without an abrasion of the surface. 

It is a peculiarity of the disease that only 
a very small per cent of people bitten by 
rabid animals have hydrophobia. Thus, 
where the bite has been inflicted upon a 
part of the body protected by clothing, the 
virus may be wiped from the teeth of the 
animal before they penetrate the _ skin. 
Hence, bites upon exposed parts, such as 
the face, are much more dange rous than 
those upon parts protected by clothes. 
Further, individual susceptibility must be 
taken into account, for it is undeniable that 
many persons in whom the virus of rabies 
has been inoculated’ escape hydrophobia. 
John Hunter mentions one remarkable in- 
Stance in which of 21 persons bitten by a 
rabid dog, only one subsequently died with 
hydrophobia; and qa comparison of observa- 
tions by the best authorities would seem 
to show that the proportion of those who 
are attacked with the’disease to those who 
are bitten is less than one-half.

No wonder that the terrified peasantry 
called it the “Black Death!" 

No other disease known to man is so viru- 
lent.

around it, mental depression, disquietude, 
restlessness and a kind of indefinite fear. 
There is an unusual tendency to talk, and 
articulation abrupt and rapid. Although in 
some instances the patients will not ac- 
knowledge that they have been previously 
bitten, they are well aware of the nature of 
their affliction and speak most disparaging- 
ly of its consequences. There is in this 
early stage a certain amount of constitu- 
tional disturbance showing itself by fever- 
ishness, loss of appetite, sleeplessness, 
headache, great nervous excitability, res- 
piration of a peculiar sighing or sobbing 
character, and occasionally a_ noticeable 
aversion to liquids. These are the symp- 
toms of the intermediate melancholic stage, 
generally continuing through one or two 
days. They are followed by the stage of ex- 
citement, when all the characteristic symp- 
toms of the malady are fully developed. 
The countenance of the sufferer now exhib- 
its anxiety and terror. But the most strik- 
ing and terrible features of this stage are 
the effects produced by attempts to swallow 
fluids. The patient suffers from thirst and 
desires eagerly to drink, but on making 
the effort is seized with a most violent 
suffocative paroxysm, produced by spasm 
of the muscles of swallowing and breathing.

The treatment of most avail in this dis- 
ease is that which prevents the virus en- 
tering the system. This is generally effected 
by incision of the bitten part, or, when its 
Iecation makes this impossible, in the ap- 
plication of some chemical agent which will 
destroy the activity of the virus, such as 
potassa fusa, nitrate of silver, or the actual 
cautery in the form of a red-hot wire. The 
part should be thoroughly acted upon by 
these agents, no matter what the tempo- 
rary pain of the sufferer may be. And the 
applications should be made as quickly 
after the infliction of the wound as possi- 
ble. Even after many hours, even days, 
have elapsed, these applications should be 
made. Every effort should be made to tran- 
quillize and reassure the patient. Once the 
actual symptoms of the disease appear, 
nothing can be done for the patient beyond 
palliating the agonizing sufferings. 

Sufferers with hydrophobla cannot take 
medicines through the mouth because of 
the inability to swallow, but Internal reme- 
dies are used by hypodermic injection or 
by inhalation.

The reason for the dis- 
crepancy being that as the earth revolves on 


/its axis it is also traveling round the sun, 


so that its position toward the fixed stars 
changes a trifie each day, a given star 
coming into view a trifle sooner—about four 
trinutes—than it would if the earth were 
not traveling on its orbit, but only revolv- 
ing on its axis. 

While for ordinary purposes a single ver- 
tical thread in the meridian circle would 
suffice, it is not accurate enough for 
science, and so seven vertical cross hairs 
are set on each side of the one which rep- 
resents the meridian, the mean or average 
time of a star crossing them being taken 
as its time of crossing the meridian, fre- 
ducing the possible error to a very small 
amount. It is here that electricity in its 
close partnership with Ume in astronomi- 
cal work makes its first appearance in the 
Washington University observatory. By 
the side of the observer using the meridian 
circles or transit is an ordinary telegraph 
key. 

As a given “clock star’ passes 
cross hair the observer touches the key, 
which. is connected with a chronograph ofr 
time register. This is an instrument with 
a cylinder which revolves once every min- 
ute and carries a sheet of paper on which 
a fountain pen rests, making, normally, 
paraliel straight spirals around the paper, 
for as the cylinder turns it automatically 
moves to a barely perceptible degree to- 
ward one end. 

When the key at the transit ts pressed 
an electrical connection is broken which 
operates a miniature magnet, thus moving

pen, which is drawn aside for an in- 


leaving an inverted V-shaped mark. If 
the key should be held down the top of 
the inverted V would be flattened, the . 
length of the flatness measuring the time 
the key was held down. Meanwhile the 
standard clock also has been sending in 
its record to the chronograph, operating 
the pen. As the clock'’s pendulum swings 
back and forth it makes and breaks a cir- 
cult which causes the pen to move back 
and forth so that an inverted V represent- 
ing the pendulum beat appears: at regular 
intervals. When a star crosses a thread at 
the same time as a beat the marks coin- 
cide, but where one is just before or just 
after the other the top of the V is fate 
tened. 

The vertical threads in the fleld of the 
telescope are so fine that a magnifying eye 
piece is used, in which only a few threads 
at a time are seen.

“Taking the time star’ is one of the most 
delicate of observations: the itnetrument 
must be adjusted to catch the star at the 
very point where it crosses the meridian. 
Certain stars, the positions of which have 
been definitely determined, are used as 
“clock stars,” all observations being re- 
duced to the standard rate of stars in the 
celestial equator. The reason for thie ts 
that while every star takes the same time 
~a sidereal day—to make its apparent pas- 
sage around the earth—each travels at 6 
different rate, the Pole Star, for instance, 
fcllowing a circle hardly noticeable, so that 
its movement is hard to detect with the 
naked eye. A star further toward the ce- 
lestial equator is on a larger circle, and 
one on the equator on a yet larger or great 
circle seeming to travel past the vertical 
threads at express speed.

iEZ Young Turkey party has failed to 

kidnap Sultan Abdul Hamid I1., the 

despot of the Bosphorus, who has 

long been known as the ‘great assassin.’ 

Two hundred men were captured and con- 
demned to death. 

Revolution is rife in the Turkish empire, 
because of the extreme and diabolical cru- 
elty of its ruler. 

As the story has reached here, the pilot 
which was nipped in the bud was formed 
for the purpose of making the Sultan a 
prisoner, either in his palace or elsewhere. 

Members of the Young Turkish party 
were to carry out the plan. After the Sul- 
tan had been sequestered certain court 
officials believed to be friendly to the revo- 
lutionists were to have declared the ruier 
insane. Then Mohammed Roshad, the Sul- 
tan’s younger brother and heir apparent, 
was to have been proclaimed ruler of all 
the Turkeys 

Treachery frustrated the plan. The 
tan never lacks an informer. The role 
this instance was played by one of his sec- 
.retaries, Izzet Bey. This man was appar- 
ently friendly to the members of the Young 
Turkish party. He was regarded as an 
ambitious man, who would profit by the 
death or other disposal of the Sultan. He 
was taken into the confidence of the plot- 
ters and attended their meetings. His 
minutes found their way to his master with 
unfailing regularity. 

The imperial machinery was set in mo- 
tion and 200 of the plotters were arrested. 
News has just reached here that they have 
all been condemned to death without trial. 

Mohammed Roshad, the heir apparent, is 
held a prisoner in his palace under heavy 
guard. A few of the plotters escaped. 
Among them is said to be Osman Pasha, a 
son of the famous general of the same 
name. ° 

The endless train of cruelties which the 
Sultan has inspired—and which have now 
s0 reacted upon him as to make him the 
most terror-stricken as well as the most 
feared of human beings are recalled by the | 
shooting last week of the tyrant’s own phy- 
sician. 

The Sultan had earache. His doctor was 
called in to treat it. Unavoidably the phy- 
sicilan caused the monarch pain. Fearing 
that an attempt as being made upon his 
life, the Sultan pulled his revolver and shot 
the man dead. 

The court chamberlain rushed in at this 
point to protect the Sultan, who, blind with 
terror, fired again, this time severely 
wounding the chamberlain. 

No commotion whatever was caused in 
Turkey by this incident. The death of a 
single court physician can make little stir 
in a land where torture is a daily incident, 
where every tradition and every prejudice 
are in favor of injustice and cruelty. 

For Abdul Hamid, the “Shadow of God,”’ 
as the faithful know him, has not a pretty 
record. There are excellent reasons, which 
may be set forth in black and white, why 
nine-tenths of his subjects hate, as no other 
monarch in the world is hated, this small, 
soft-voiced, hook-nosed, swarthy man, wiih 
terror-dilated eyes, and hig small white 
woman's hands—the most murderous, the 
most repellent hands in the world. 

What has Abdul Hamid done? 

Here are a few of his achievements: 

Vor 2% years the Sultan's brother and 
predecessor on the throne, Murad IlI., has 
-been shut in a living grave. For a quarter 
of a century this man, confined on the pre- 
text of madness, has not seen a human 
face. Neither has he seen a letter nor a 
newspaper nor a book, nor heard a reas- 
suring voice, nor known an hour's abate- 
ment from the agony of his living death. 

Only thus may Abdul Hamid preserve his 
power. Only by this inhumanity may he 
retain the suppemacy which makes his own 
life the most ghastly of nightmares. 

Murder and bloodshed are, however, rath- 
er more in the Sultan's line. 

It has not been forgotten that when he 
ascended the throne he was singularly 
ready to follow the Turkish precedent and 
put to death the entire harem of his prede- 
| cessor. Indeed, his first sovereign act was 
to have drowned in the Bosphorus 154 wom. 
,©n whose only crime was that they had 
been preferred by the deposed Murad. 

Since then not a year has passed that the 
Sultan has not instigated some similar 
atrocity. 

Six years ago 50 bodies were discovered 
by a diver at the bottom of the sea near 
Constantinople. 

An investigation vroved that the y were 
Students who had been convicted a few 
weeks before of belonging to the “Young 
Turks” party. They had been traced by 
thelr friends to a government transport, 
and the naval officials had said that the 
students were to be transported to a re- 
mote part of the empire. 

The young men were found by the diver 
to be gagged, bound and weighted at the 
feet with great cannon balls. Such was the 
revenge of this Turkish Nero—the sav agest 
monarch of the nineteenth century. 

In the center of the Bosphorus there is a 
dark streak of swift water known as the 
“Devil's Current.’”” No one will know how 
many of Abdul Hamid’s enemies and wives 
have perished in this dread ribbon of water. 

There is a little gate near the palace, 
Which leads to the water's edge, through 
which the despot’s victims are taken for “a 
ride on the Bosphorus in the moonlight.’ 
Not even the “Bridge of Sighs" has been 
inked with more tragedies than this little 
door of death. 

In all the imperial palaces are apartments 
filled with devices for torture Bow-string- 
ing’ is one of the favorite methods of in- 
Micting agony upon such as have offended 
the “Bhadow of God."’ Not long ago 17 men 
were “bow-strung” in a single night

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Sometimes the ladies of the harem are 
wnfortunate enough to come into possession 
of state secrets. When this is suspected the 
Sultan orders a few ground diamonds 
placed in the food of the offenders. Glass 
would answer the purpose, but the dia- 
monds are considered more fitted for an im- 
perial murder. 

The more common practice is to sew the 
ofiender up in a bag and drop her into the 
Bosphorus at night. A visitor to Turkey, 
who actually saw one of these murders car- 
ried out at Abdul Hamid'’s direction, thus 
describes it: 


“At three hours past midnight two 
caiques bearing lights lay in the center of 
the stream. They were filled by police offi- 
cers, A female closely shrouded in a yash- 
mak and with the mouth of a sack into 
which her whole body had been thrust tied 
about her throat, was lifted in the arms of 
two men and flung into the deep waters of 
the bay. As no weight had been appended 
to the sack, the miserable woman almost 
instantly reappeared upon the _ surface, 
when she was beaten down by the oars of 
the boatmen, and this ruthless and revolt- 
ing ceremony was repeated several times 
ere the body finally sank.’’ 

It is only two years since a group of ha- 
rem women were drowned in this fashion 
for suspected complicity with members of 
the Young Turkish party. 

And it was only a year ago that in order 
to check an “uproar’’ in the harem his maj. 
esty caused nine of the favorites to be ex- 
lled to Asia Minor and caused 14 others to 
be flogged and degraded to the level of serv- 
ants.

Usually the mosquito does not come 
pester until the warm weather has 
been firmly established. The eggs are 
deposited in marshy places in the woods 
and the heat of the summer sun brings 
them to fruition. In his early life the mos- 
quito remains in his forest haunts and con- 
tents himself with feeding on the rank veg- 
etation he finds there. As the temperature 
is heightened the insects multiply rapidly 
and there comes a time when they are so 
numerous that there is no longer sufficient 
woodland sustenance to keep them all alive. 

It is only when this condition has been 
established that the mosquitoes become a 
pest to city dwellers. When the struggle 
for existence in the suburbs becomes so 
strenuous that it amounts to a war of ex- 
termination those of tne insects who find 
the fight too hot fiv from the field of 
battle and seek refuge in the city. Here 
they find little or no vegetation on which to 
subsist. War has whetted their appetite for 
blood. They satisfy their craving by feast- 
ing at night on urban sleepers. Their sting 
is usually keenest during the latter part of 
August and the first weeks of September. 
They sometimes appear in July, but not in 
great numbers. This year conditions were 
reversed. The mosquito came early, but he 
was doomed to be an insect of a day. He 
had a good time during his brief stay. The 
warm sun of early May brought millions 
of him into being. Vegetation. had not ad- 
vanced sufficiently to provide food for all 
the insects and the overplus made an un- 
usually early raid on St. Louls. Then came 
the days of stiff breezes and top coats and 
the mosquito was whisked off the earth as 
prematurely as he came. 

Experts agree that the backbone of the 
mosquito trust has been broken.

HE recent

All mosquitoes are born in water. 
is the reason we have so many 
this spring. We had water in every 
swale and slash, and the warm 
hatched swarms of mosquitoes. The 
one lives to water the more he is exposed 
to mosquitoes and the diseases some spe- 
cies of them transmit. The neighborhoods 
around Forest Park, for witli 
have malaria as long as there is water in 
the park. Those lakes and are 
enough to breed swarms of mosquitoes that 
could cover 8t. Louis. They breed there 
in such quantities that the people around 
the park will always be exposed to m»- 
sqjuitees and will have malaria whenever 
the anopheles get among them. 

It was believed until recent years that 
malaria was due to swamps and marshy 
lands giving off foul airs. We may see in 
Forest Park and the neighborhood around 
it that this is not true. There are no foul 
airs in such places as the fine residence 
district north of the park. Yet there is ma- 
laria there every year. The mosquito is re- 
sponsible for it. He breeds in the lakes 
and ponds of the park and bites people in 
the neighborhood. Bome of them have nia- 
laria in consequence, though they are 
miles removed from marshy lands or foul 
airs of any sort. 

Mosquitoes winter in the adult stage. 
They tuck themselves away in cracks and 
crevices, awaiting the coming of spring. 
We see them in the swamps in an undevel- 
oped state as soon as the frost is out of 
the ground. They will breed and multiply 
rapidly in any water around a house A 
rain barrel can produce thousands of them 
in a few days. A cess pool, an open cis- 
tern or well or a pond in the neighbor- 
hood will hatch tens of thousands of mo- 
squitoes during a warm season. If you 
want to cripple the supply of mosquliices 
give them no water in which to maltiply. 
Keep the cistern and well and cess pool 
sealed and do not leave water in barrels, 
buckets or pools. 

St. Loufs is not ordinarily infested in 
this way. We had a great many mosquitoes 
last fall and have an unusual supply of 
them this spring, but these conditions are 
abnormal. All the East and North are ac- 
customed to having more mosquitoes than 
we have in 8t. Louis year in and year out. 
I think we shall soon be rid of this ewarm. 


Experiments With Malaria. 


WENTY-FIVE years ago physicians 
believed that malaria was caused by 
foul air arising from marshes. But 

in the light of our present knowledge, 
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know now that true malaria 


does not spring from the air of swamps, 
but from mosquitoes infested with a blood 
parasite known to be the specific cause of 
so-called malarial fevers. This parasite 
was discovered in the blood of patients suf- 
fering from intermittent fevers by Dav- 
erau, a surgeon in the French army. 

This important discovery was made in 
1889 and confirmed later by Richard; then 
by Italian investigators and then by Coun- 
<climan, Osler and Thayer 

The question whether mosquitoes infest- 
ed with the malarial invariably 
become infected as a result of the inges- 
tion of buman blood containing this par- 
asite has not been settied. It appears prob- 
able that some ether vertebrate animal 
serves in place of man to maintain the life 
eycle of the parasite, or that it may be 
prepagated through successive generations 
of mosquitoes. 

But wherever this parasite comes from 
originally, the fact remains the mosquito is 
the intermediate host of the true malarial 
parasite and recent observations indicate 
that infection in man occurs only as a re- 
sult of innaculation through the bike of an 
infected mosquito.

A first meeting, between the bride and 
groom is supposed to occur when she 
reaches his house and is ushered into a 
room filled with his relatives. Custom in 
this respect is not uniform. There is some- 
times a ceremony that passes for an ¢ex- 
change of vows at the family altar; some- 
times the bride is led to a room apart from 
that in which the guests are assembled, 
and the wedding feast is served there to 
herself and the groom alone; there are 
places where !t is the custom to place her 
on a sort of divan, where she must sit for 
three days to receive her husband's rela- 
tives. Whatever the proceeding, when it 
ends she owes to the husband's parents as 
complete obedience as if she were their own 
daughter, and her submission to them con- 
tinues as long as they live.

EW YORKERS are living too fast. 
Nowhere else do. business men fol- 
low such a breakneck pace. There 

is a serious menace in this to the general 
health of the community. The resuits of 
the strain are evidenced on every hand. 
The excitement which has been going on for 
some months past in Wall street has made 
many mental and physical wrecks. The un- 
usual activity in nearly all lines of bust- 
ness, due to the country’s great prosperity, 
has also had in many cases injurious ef- 
fects. 

Men who have gone through 4 great panic 
such as we have seen recently in Wall 
street suffer a nervous shock from which 
they may never wholly recover. in some

death. It comes with a sickening sense of 
depression Which is likely to leave its mark 
for a lifetime even upon the strongest sy*- 
tem. Years after the shock has been for- 
gotten its victim will complain of loss of 
memory or inability to work for long hours 
without being able to explain the weakness. 
In many cases work must be given up and 
the patient must go to Carlsbad or else- 
where. The great danger of such a shock 
as of any great nervous strain, ts the ul- 
timate nervous exhaustion. During the day 
the strain can be faced bravely enough, 
but afterward in moments of relaxation, @ 
sense of oppression will return again ami 
again. The strain, which may be carried 
well enough in moments of excitement, 
becomes a dull terror, impossible to throw 
off. The whole system is affected, the ap- 
petite is lost, the digestive powers are 
weakened. and finally comes complete 
breakdown. 

It ls too soon to notice the most serious 
effects of the recent excitement. Years 
hence numbers of men will date the begin 
ning of thelr bad health by the recent pe- 
riod of feverish excitement.

11E 1) effects of the immense nervous 
strain experienced by brokers and 
other business men in New York are 
many and serious. In the majority of cases 
these men perform far more work than their 
brains or bodies should be called upon to 
do. 

Many break down under the strain, and 
many more suffer all their lives in one way 
or another from such Injuries, 

During the recent panic In Wall street 
many men, apparently strong and healthy, 
were forced to give up work in the middie 
of the day and be literally carried to their 
homes. City life, especially in a busy me- 
tropolis like New York, is abnormal. The 
nervous tension is too great. These condi- 
tions are intensified in the business section, 
and are to be found tn their most dangerous 
form in the great exchanges. 

The excitement of life under such con- 
ditions first of all uses up the energy which 
otherwise would go to carry on the natural 
functions of the body. One of the first or- 
gans affected is the stomach. Business 
men as a rule eat rich food which requires 
special powers of digestion. A man living 
under this strain cannot digest his food 
properly. Here is @ great source of dis- 
turbance.

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Blessed Father Francis Clet, a Missionary to China, 
Was Killed by Anti-Foreign Party of China in 
1820, and Has Been Beatified by the Church. 


HROUGH three days, Sunday, Monday 
and Tuesday of next week, at the 
Church of St. Vincent de Paul, 140 

Gouth Ninth street, Catholic clergy and 
congregation of St. Loulg will honor in rare 
and solemn devotions the name of John 
Francis Regis Clet, a French priest of the 
Tiouse of Lazare, who was strangled upon 
a cross in Bouth China Al ago be- 
cause he dared preach and practice Chris- 
tianity, and who was beatified by Pope Leo 
Xiil May 27, 1900, at Rome. 

Not many times has this solemn triduum 
in observance of beatification been cele- 
brated In the Lazarist Order in the city of 
St. Louls, nor many times, for that matter 
in any other place in the United States, for 
beatification by Rome is not frequent and 
even when it does come is many scores of 
years beyond the day in which the honored 
candidate lived and worked.

John Francis Regis Clet is one of the 
foremost martyrs and heroes of the Laz- 
Order lie was born at Grenoble, 
in August, 1748. He was the tenth 
of fifteen children, three of whom entered 
the priesthood, He is thought to have com- 
pleted his humanittes at the preparatory 
seminary of St. Martin de Misere, and fol- 
lowed the course of theology at the eccles!- 
astical seminary of Grenoble under the di- 
rection of the Fathers of the Oratory. His 
studies were earnest and solid. Among his 
contemporaries he became known as an ex- 
cellent philologist. He was a Latin scholar 
of exceptional learning. He went to the 
Congregation of the Mission founded by 
St. Vincent de Paul. His sister had been 
in the Carmelite order 15 years at that 
time, and one of his brothers had just made 
his profession among the Carthusians of 
Valbonne. On March 6, 1769, he was re- 
ceived in the establishment of the Lazar- 
ists at Lyons. Here he made his novitiate, 
pronounced his vows, completed his studies, 
and received holy orders. He was sent to 
the ecclesiastical seminary of Annecy, as 
professor of moral theology, and remained 
there 15-years. His learning became such, 
prompt, positive, extensive, that he be- 
came known as the walking library. 

in 1/88 the province of Lyons, in which he 
enjoyed a splendid reputation, appointed 
him deputy for the general assembly of 
the congregation to be held in Paris for 
the of electing a superior general. 
Although the youngest of this assembly, he 
attracted the attention of all the deleg

the maturity of his judgment. lIience the 
new superior general, appreciating the 
merit of Father Clet, resolved to confide to 
him the direction of the intern seminary or 
novitiate of St. Lazare, Judging him more 
competent than any other to inspire new 
clerics the congregation with the spirit 
of St. Vincent. He was serving in this 
pacity when the French = revolution 
persed all Catholic communities. 

From Paris, his field there for the 
destroyed, Father Clet went to China. He 
had long desired to become a missionary, 
and had once before appealed for a Chinese 
assigument and been refused by his supe- 
riors. The revolution gave him an oppor- 
tunity to go, and he went joyfully, going 
first to Kiang-Si to the Christian settlement 
assigned him. There he learned the Chinese 
language and became famous as a teacher. 
hie Was next sent to exercise his apostolic 
ministry in Hou-Pe, He was by this time, 
having gone to China in 1791, an old man; 
but he, nevertheless, worked harder than 
ever, oftentimes walking 10, 20 and 30 
leagues from his home for the administra- 
tion of the sacraments.
